“The United States was not con- 
sulted in any way about any 
phases of these actions. Nor were 
we informed of them in advance. 

“As it is the manifest right of 
way of these nations to take such’ 
decisions and actions, it is like- 
wise our right—if our judgment so 
dictates—to dissent. 

“We. believe these actions to 
have been taken in error. For we 
do not accept the use of force as 
a wise. or proper instrument for 
the settlement of international 
disputes.” 

Despite some views that the 
British and French action has 
rocked the western alliances, Eis- 
enhower said he in no way wants 
to minimize American friendship 
for Britain, France, Israel and 
Egypt—‘‘nor our determination to 
retain and to strengthen. the bonds' 
among us.” 

He reported he is “fully aware”

N THE ALMOST UNBELIEV- 
able events of the last few days 
the first thing for the Canadian 
people to realize is that they possess, 
so far, only a small part of the es- 
sential facts. 

At the moment it is impossible to 
judge either the rights and wrongs 
of the situation around Suez or the 
ultimate results of the British-French 
policy of irttervention. Facing the 
gravest crisis since the Second World 
War. crisis which already has 
st the Western alliance and the 
Commonwealth _ itself Canadians 
“should suspend final judgment until 
they know the facts. 

All we know is that, on the one 
hand, the British aria French” Gov- 
ernments have taken incalculable 
risks to defend the world’s peace and 
what they consider théir most vital 
interests, as they have every right to 
do; and, on the other, that the United 
States, backed by many other na- 
tions, regards the attack on the 
Carial zone as unsound in morals and 
unwise in “Strategy. But as Sir- Pier- 
son Dixon, the British representative 
at the United Nations, said yester- 
day, Britain and France have infor- 
mation which cannot -be revealed at 
present and which, when published, 
will fully -justify their use of force. 

+ * ~ 

If it is premature to judge the 
policy of Britain and France now, it 
is also futile, we think, to lament the 
mistakes, on both sides, that led up 
to the crisis. Any politician, in-any 
nation, who tries to exploit this 
emergency—nothing less than the 
peace of the world—for. partisan pur- 
poses, as Mr. Stevenson seems to be 
doing, is acting with dangerous irre- 
sponsibility. The only thing that con- 
cerns us now is the best method of 
ending the threat to: peace. 

Britain and France have adopted 
the method of direct, armed inter- 
vention not only to protect their vital 
interests but, as they think, to stamp 
out a flame which could produce a 
general conflagraion. 

The United States regards this 
method as an error and proposes, 
over British and French objections, 
te force the Suez issue immediately 
into the United Nations Assembly 
where there is no veto, where every 
nation must stand up and be. counted, 
and where the opinion of mankind 
can be mobilized. : 

The Assembly debate, beginning 
today, should tell us niuch More than 
we know now. It is unlikely, how- 
ever, to tell us everything. Britain 
and France, in the middle of a dan- 
gerous military operation, cannot be 
expected to disclose their strategy 
to their enemies.

Meanwhile, from this distance, it 
would appear that the wisdom or 
error of the British-French policy 
must quickly reveal itself. As Sir 
Anthony Eden says, timing is the 
sovereign element in this policy. The 
Suez occupation, he tells his people, 
is intended fo be local, restricted and 
temporary, to stop the war between 
Israel and Egypt and thus to make 
possible a permanent settlement of 
the Canal question itself, and the 
problems of the Middle. East in 
general. 

If these objectives can be achieved 
quickly, the poliey;fer-the moment 
at least, will be proved sound, though 
its long-run results, of course, can- 
not be calculated. On the other hand, 
if intervention fails to bring peace 
in- Suez, if it produces, instead, a 
major war involving the great powers 
and disrupting the Western alliance, 
then it will be proved a failure and 
a disaster beyond exaggeration. 

This possibility accounts for the 
policy of the American-Government. 
It refuses to support its British and 
French allies and insists that a settle- 
ment shali be sought, not by force, 
but through the channels of the 
United. Nations. This possibility also 
explains the explosion of anger 
against. the Eden Government in 
Britain, where the Labor Party, rep- 
resenting something like half the 
people, declares that Britain is vio-

Tents must always tend to divide 
the Canadian people. Apart from 
our over-riding interest in world 
peace, we have a very special interest | 
ina crisis “which already has pro- 
duced such a disagreement. 

Under these conditions no respon- 
sible Canadian Government will act 
precipitately to embarrass either of 
its great friends. Mr. St. Laurent’s 
restraint is wise at the moment but 
the time is coming, and soon, when 
his Government must take a clear 
stand. 

Its representative in the United 
Nations Assembly apparently must 
vote for or against an American reso- 
lution which Britain and France ve- 
toed in the Security Council,. which 
they will oppose in the Assembly 
and which they regard as an unfair 
condemnation of their intefvention in 
Suez. Hence within the larger world 
crisis the Canadian Government faces | 
a crisis of its own. 

While the Government has made 
no announcement, and undoubtedly 
is hoping that events will quickly 
ease the crisis, its general attitude 
has been indicated by Mr. Pearson 
It believes that the quarrel between 
Israel and Egypt could have been 
better settled in the United Nations 
than by armed intervention. 

This has always been the general | 
view of the present and preceding | 
governments. Our’ foreign policy, 
with public:consent, has always been 
based on the United Nations, as for 
example, in the case of the Korean 
war, a United Nations war against 
an aggressor. 

It does not follow, beeause’ the 
United Nations has been temporarily 
by-passed in Suez, that it has been 
paralyzed. Nor does it follow that 
Britain and France, though unwilling 
to wait for the United Nations to 
act in an immediate emergency, wish 
to undermine or flout it. 

*® * * 

On the contrary, if they succeed 
in enforcirig a truce at Suez, Britain 
and France will welcome a perma- 
nent settlement devised by the United 
Nations and based on justice to ail 
Anthony. Eden made this ‘per- 
fectly clear today 

The clear duty of the Canadian 
Government, therefore, is to work 
from its unique middle position for 
the reconciliation of its British and 
American friends and to support the 
United Nations which, at some point

As these unprecedented events 
unfold it is no time for hysteria in 
this country, for hasty conclusions 
or for partisan poiltics. It is a time 
for sober reason—a _ characteristic 
of the Canadiar? people—especially 
when they do not know, and ‘cannot 
know, all the facts. 


But as far as the public is con-

Recent figures from Ottawa show the 
Cost of Living Index, as at Aug. 1, 1956 
stood at 119.1 per-cent of the 1949 level 
proving a 20 per cent incfease in the 
average cost of food, shelter, clothing, 
fuel, furniture and a host of other com 
modities and services during the past 
seven years.

BRIDGE LESSON 


By Oswald Jacoby 


South was in a hurry to discard a loser in today’s 
hand, and hig haste cost him the contract. 

West opened the jack 
of diamonds, and South 
won with his singleton 
ace. He gleefully led a 
trump to dummy’s king 
and cashed the king of 
diamonds in order to get 
rid of the ‘osing spade. 
He then discarded a club 
on the queen of dia 
monds and led a club in 
order to prepare for a 
cross-ruff. 

East ‘Stepped up with 
the ‘king of clubs. and 
led a second trump. This 
limited declarer to one 
club ruff in the dummy, 
and he wound.up losing 
two more club tricks and 
a trump. 

South’s correct line of 
play is to lead a club at 
the second trick: This 
permits the defenders to take a spade and then shift to 
trumps, Dummy wins with the king of hearts, 
declarer discafds two losing clubs on dummy’s h 
diamonds, 

South is now in position to cross-ruff the rest of 
the hand, disposing of the rest of his losing clubs in this 
way. He loses only ‘one club, one spade, and one trump, 
fulfilling the game contract.

They were different, It was the first Halloween that 
anyone dumped: buckets of gasoline on View Street and 
ignited them. 

It was the first time a policeman was hit with raw 
eggs or members of the Corps of Commissionaires threatened 
with raised fists when they said “Move along.” 

It was probably the most arrogant, defiant mob of 
hoodlums ever to roister through the downtown streets. 

They set wastepaper bins on fire, of course. That 
happens every year. And bounced a car to the sidewalk.

And they threw their bombs as indiscriminately as ever, 
at.cars,.in doorways, in ‘windows. 

They roved in mobs which numbered close to 100 at 
times. And they roamed almost unmolested, All they 
had to do was keep, moving.

“We can’t hit them,” said one egg-spattered constable. 

And obviously, despite the city’s anti-fireworks 
regulation (no fireworks may be fired in the city without 
council permission), the police had been ordered not to 
stop them. 

Was it because there was no jail big enough to hold 
them? Was it because there is another by-law which 
permits the sale of fireworks. Many of the policemen 
wondered. 

If use of fireworks was banned except to youngsters 
under 14 there would have been no problem in the city 
Wednesday night.

Alex Jarvie, whose company’s 
boom men always wear the de- 
vice, said Vancouver seaman 
Ray Newton would never have 
drowned off Ogden Point Wed- 
nesday morning if he'd been 
wearing the commercial pre- 
server. 

It is a 12-inch hollow rubber 
tube which fastens on a per- 
son's coat. Inside the tube is 
a small bulb filled with carbon 
dioxide. 

To inflate the preserver it is 
only necessary to squeeze it at 
one end. This pinches the car- 
bon dioxide bulb, and in an in- 
stant the tube is inflated. 

“The life preserver, known as 
Lifeguard, will support a man 
fully clothed for at least 10 
hours,” Mr. Jarvie said. “But 
it is of no use to a person who 
is knocked unconscious as he 
would be unable to squeeze the 
tube.”

WHITEHORSE; Y. T. (CP)— 
FO John (Sam) McGee, who pi- 
lots helicopters. for the RCAF 
search and,,rescue team here, 
says that fiying the ‘copters is 
“more interesting than handling 
the ordinary type of plane. You're 
always doing something.” 

McGee, a native of Hamilton, 
has logged mere than 500 hours 
in helicopters. He has winged 
his machine low over rugged 
stretches of forest in Canada's 
northland, battling air currents in 
deep valleys, and landing many 
times on top of mountains as part 
of his search and rescue duties.
